Tiny  Quints 
All  Succumb 
By  Morning 

SAN  ANTONIO,  Tex.,  Oct.  21 
— (UPI) — The  last  of  the  Han- 
nan quintuplets — a mite  about  as 
big  as  an  adult’s  hand — died  to- 
day in  Lackland  Air  Force  Base 
hospital  after  living  18  hours 
and  9 minutes. 

The  baby  that  survived  the 
longest  was  “Baby  D,”  the  fourth 
of  five  daughters  born  yesterday 
within  12  minutes  to  Mrs.  Char- 
les G.  Hannan,  27.  Her  husband, 
First  Lt.  Charles  G.  Hannan,  29, 
is  an  Air  Force  navigator. 

The  babies  slipped  away  one 
by  one.  Capt.  W.  D.  Munroe,  an 
Air  Force  pediatrician,  worked 
through  the  night  to  save  “Baby 
D.” 

Finally,  he  telephoned  the  desk 
of  the  hospital.  A nurse  called 
Lt.  David  Burkett,  an  Air  Force 
public  information  services  offi- 
cer. 

Burkett  talked  to  Munroe, 
called  a throng  of  waiting  re- 
porters together  and  told  them 
“Baby  D”  died  at  4:50  a.m. 
(MST), 

Burkett  did  not  say  whether 
Munroe  had  told  the  father  or 
the  blonde  mother  that  their  five 
children  were  all  gone.  Munroe 
was  not  surprised  by  the  death 
of  the  baby;  he  had  announced 
earlier  that  the  outlook  for  its 
living  was  “not  good.” 

The  babies  were  born  yester- 
day— the  47th  recorded  birth  of 
quintuplets — at  11:22  a.m.,  11:24 
a.m.,  11:29  a.m.,  11:31  a.m.,  and 
11:34  a.m.  (MST). 

“Baby  B”  died  at  4:40  p.m. 
“Baby  A”  died  at  5:10  p.m.; 
“Baby  E”  at  8:30  p.m.  and 
and  “Baby  C”  at  9 p.m. 

Actually  there  was  not  much 
doctors  could  do  to  save  them 
except  keep  them  warm  in  incu- 
bators. Munroe  said  they  could 
not  bo  handled.  They  were  three 
months  premature  and  “too  del- 
icate.” 

“Baby  D”  nevertheless  had  the 
strength  to  whimper  and  thresh 
its  arms  and  legs  about.
